Background - 


In Writ Petition (Civil) No. 536/2011 in Public Interest Foundation & Others v/s 
UOI and another, Hon’ble Supreme Court has directed on 10" March, 2014 that in relation 
to sitting MPs and MLAs who have charges framed against them for the offences which 
are specified in Section 8(1), 8(2) and 8(3) of the Representation of the People Act, 1951, 
the trial shall be concluded as speedily and expeditiously as may be possible and in no case 
later than one year from the date of the framing of charge(s). In such cases, as for as 
possible, the trial shall be conducted on day-to-day basis. If for some extraordinary 
circumstances the concerned Court is being not able to conclude the trial within one year 
from the date of framing of charge(s), such Court would submit the report to the Chief 
Justice of the respective High Court indicating special reasons for not adhering to the above 
time limit and delay in conclusion of the trial. In such situation, the Chief Justice may issue 
appropriate directions to the concerned Court extending the time for conclusion of the trial. 
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Taking into consideration, the above directions of the Hon’ble Supreme Court, 
Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India has directed to constitute a District Level 
Coordination Committee in each district for monitoring such cases. 


Resolution 


In pursuance of the directions of the Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of 
India, the Government of Maharashtra hereby constitutes District Level Coordination 
Committee in each district for monitoring fast-tracking of criminal trials against sitting 
MLAs, MLCs and MPs as under. 


District Level Coordination Committee : 


1) Principal District Judge / District Judge I - Chairperson 
2) District Magistrate - Member 
3) District Public Prosecutor - Member Secretary 


The above Committees shall create and update the list of all such cases pending 
trials against sitting MLAs, MLCs and MPs against whom charges have been framed for 
offences which are specified in Section 8(1), 8(2) & 8(3) of the Representation of the 
People Act, 1951. 


In case, there is a trial pending for more than one year, the Chairperson of this 
Committee shall send a report to the Chief Justice of the respective High Court indicating 
special reasons for delay in connection of trial. A copy of the same shall be send to the 
Secretary, Home (Special). 


A committee under the Chairmanship of the Additional Chief Secretary ( Home ) is 
also constituted for the review of such cases at regular intervals at the State level as under : 


Review Committee at State Level : 


1) Additional Chief Secretary ( Home ) - Chairperson 

2) Principal Secretary (A & S ) - Member 

3) Principal Secretary, Law & Judiciary Dept. - Member 

4) Secretary, Home (Special) - Member 

5) Director of Prosecution - Member Secretary
